Havana, June 15.—fFrom a Spanish j 
corresi*indent)—Two American cruisers j 
and "ouo dispatch boat” opened fire 
against the batteries at the entrance of 
the harbor at Santiago de Cuba ye#- 
terduv, discharging between 50 aud 60 
shots of different caliber. 
The batteries at Castillo de Morro and 
Castillo de La Sex apa answered the fire 
and the American warships retired. 
At the Boca pa battery three raeu were 
slightly wounded 
Monday evening tho 
batteries at the entrance to Santiago 
harbor tired upon an American vessel 
which had anproached too near the har­ 
bor mouth. 
Five shots were fired from 
the batten** which were answered by 
two shot* from the American warship*. 
Yesterday un American gunboat ap­ 
peared off Havana harbor with a flag of 
trace. When she arrived within a short 
distance of the fort Lieutenant Colonel 
Banana, on board the Spanish gunboat 
Fleclm, went to meet her. 
This correspondent understands the 
Americans proposed an exchange of I 
prisoners, or some of them, captured ; 
with the Bpmiuh steamer Ar go nu a ta 
fur the American prisoners taken at San­ 
tiago de Cuba at the sinking of the 
United States collier Merrimac. 
General Blanco, it is also understood, 
gave no definite answer to the Ameri­ 
can proposal, alleging that he had re­ 
ceived uo instructions from the Madrid 
government on the subject.

Camp of the United States Marines 
Guantanamo, June 13, via Kingston, 
Jamaica, June 15.—After two nights of 
hard fighting the American flag still 
floats on Cuban soil over the encamp­ 
ment of the marine battalion and our 
boys say they will keep it there until 
the belated troops arrive if it takes till 
Minter. 
Thus far the marines have had the 
best of the fighting, but the situation is 
grave and they aro exhausted xxi th re­ 
pelling almost incessant attacks. 
They 
have little chance to rest or sleep aud 
the time for the arrival of the relieving 
troops is uncertain. 
Were it not for the protecting guns of 
the fleet, the gallant little baud would 
be annihilated by the Spanish troop', in 
overpowering numbers from Santiago 
de Cuba. 
As it is they probably eau 
hold their position, but they cannot 
move forward until iviuforeed by troops. 
What first, with the xvhite louts on a 
bold eminence against the tropic back­ 
ground, looked like a holiday camp, is 
now grim duty. 
The tents have been 
struck aud rolled into brestworks, sup­ 
plemented by trenches around the crest 
of the hill. 
The spot is lamentably ex­ 
posed oil ground, xvhile surrounding it 
on all rides is heavy brush. 
The least 
movement in the camp is the signal for 
instant target practice upon the part of 
the Spanish sharpshooters, whose rifles 
carry much further thau ours, though 
their oxvners rarely hit anything they 
aim at. 
It is impossible to accurately estimate 
the Spanish attacking force, but it is 
numerous enough. 
About two-thirds 
of this force surrounds the camp night­ 
ly xvith a deadly ring, and the 'patting 
of the Mausers make the evenings quite 
lively, for the Spaniards are daring 
enough to crawl up and take a pop shot 
at the marines from tho bu'lu--, about 
30 yards from the camp. 
At night the 
besiegers fight like Indians, aud our old 
Apache righters xviii feel in their ele­ 
ment, 
Every yard of chapparal is an 
ambuscade aud picket duty is flipping 
coins with death. 
Atter the fir-t attack Colonel Hunt­ 
ington decided that another attem pt 
would be made and he caused entrench­ 
ments to be thrown up on all sides of 
the camp aud in trenches the main part 
of the battalion waited for the attack 
that tho colonel was certain would come. 
It arrived in a short time after dark aud 
from that time until daybreak the firing 
was incessant and at times very heavy.

Daring the night the S pan iard 'at­ 
tacked the camp of the marines oil the 
shore and the Marblehead, believing tho 
Americans had i>ei ii driven out, threw 
Several shells into the place, striking 
among tho marines. 
The attack, how­ 
ever, was repulsed by the small detach­ 
ment of blue jackets in camp xxithout 
I rouble. 
The fight was th* first in the war in 
which the Cubans co-operated With tilt 
American farces, and their -o iperatlon 
xvas not a glittering success 
At one 
time, when the marines were firing on a 
small detachment of Spaniards that 
made it a appearance a sh >rt distance 
from the camp, the Cubaus I gun firing 
without orders and scut a volley right 
among the Americans. 
There were 
several very narrow escapes, hut no one 
was injured. 
Lieutenant Neville of Company D was 
sent out on scout duty aud, as on Hie 
day previous, ho attacked a small stone 
fort 
A hot fight followed and the 
Spaniards xx ere driven off x itll loss, 
It 
was during this light that Wallace aud 
Tauman felt over the cliff, Fifteen dead 
Spaniards, lucludidg 
one lieutenant, 
were fouud m the fort. 
Tile Dolphin Ic ca ted the Spaniard 
water station ou the occult side of the 
harbor entrance which supplied tho wa­ 


ter for the attacking force. The well 
was situated in a blockhouse windmill, 
having a small garrison, 
It was shelled 
at 2,000 yards. 
Excellent practice xvas 
made, the station was wrecked, and 
cannister folloxvcd the retreating Span­ 
iards up the Ktec-p ravine.

ly w ith a deadly ring, and the spatting 
of the Mausers m ike the evenings quite 
lively, for the Spaniards are daring 
enough to crawl up aud take a pop .-hot 
at the m arines from tin bushes, about 
30 yards from th© camp.
